Kampas played in 
Greece's 0-3 loss to 
England in 1971 and says 
he met his most difficult op- 
ponent in that match — 
Martin Chivers. 

“He is the sort of player 
no defender likes to mark — 
big, strong, powerful in the 
alr and with two feet to 
match. 

“| remember him very 
well — he scored two 
goals.” 

Despite being a defender 
Kampas has scored a host 
of goals in his First Division 
career — most of them 
penalties and free kicks. 

He has yet to miss a 
penalty (15 in all) and has 
scored about 10 goals from 
free kicks. 

Kampas particularly 
remembers the penalty he 
scored for Panathinaikos 
against Salonika giant 
PAOK in a tight match in 
1976. 

“The score was 0-0 and 
we were given a penalty,” 
he said.

Attouga, of leading club 
side Club Africain, has 
played about 150 games 
for his country, including 
games against visiting 
club teams. 

African footballer of the 
year is Dhiab Tarak, the 
23-year-old midfielder 
who plays for Esperance 
of Tunis. 

The first of Tunlsia’s 
qualifying games were 
against Morocco and they 
were predictably tight, 
both ending in 1-1 draws 
before Tunisia won 4-2 on 
penalties.

A 
member of FIFA since 
1923, Egypt reached the 
Olympic Games quarter- 
finals in 1924, the semi- 
finals in 1928 and was 
beaten by West Germany 
in the third place play-off 
in 1964. Egyptian club 
Ismaili won the African 
Champions’ Cup in 1969 
and Egypt itself won the 
Nations’ Cup in 1957 and 
1959, was runner-up in 
1961, third in 1974 and 
fourth in 1976. 

Tunisia, on the other 
hand, has never won the 
Nations’ Cup and no Tuni- 
sian club has won the 
Champions’ Cup. Long a 
colony of France, Tunisia 
did not become a member 
of FIFA until 1960. 

Team manager is Majid 
Chetali, who played for 
Etoile and Tunisia in the 
mid-sixties. 

Although Tunisia 
started as the underdog 
against Egypt in the 
deciding qualifying 
matches, Chetali 
remained confident in the 
ability and character of his 
players. 

Apart from goalkeeper 
Attouga and midfielder 
Tarak, others in the

Australia should forget about fielding its 
strongest side in the forthcoming games 
against Greece, says South Melbourne 


Hellas midfielder Billy Rogers. 


Instead, says Rogers, we should select an 
under 21 team to play against the European 
visitors. 

“It's no use picking established players, some of whom 
would be over 30 and at the end of their careers,” 
said Billy. 

“A team of youngsters could build up in-the years to 
come and any games Australia plays now should be 
used to give them experience and settle them down. 

“It wouldn't matter if they lost 10-0 because we will be 
better off in the long run. 

“However, at the moment Australia doesn't even have a 
national team and we have lost ground since the 
1974 World Cup finals.” 

Rogers, a former Socceroo, says Rale Rasic would be 
the best man to coach this team of young players. 

“Rale is a very good tactical coach,” said Billy, “and can 
get a team fit as well. 

A lot of other coaches concentrate only on the physical 
side of the game.” 

Rogers’ proposal is a good one. 

Players like Peter Wilson (Western Suburbs) and 
Jimmy Rooney (Marconi) have served Australia well 
over the years but it's time they moved over and let 
the youngsters have a go. After all, they will not be 
around for Australia’s World Cup bid in 1982.

The experienced Rogers, in his second year with Hellas, 
has represented Australia. 

He played for the Socceroos in one of the most 
memorable games staged in this country. 

That was the Australia v. Santos of Brazil game in 
yaney, featuring the greatest soccer player of them 
all, Pele. 


“twas like being in the same room as the Queen,” said 


Rogers recalling the game. "| couldn't stop looking at 
him.” 

However, Rogers was disappointed with the tactics used 
by the Australian coach, Rasic, in that game. 

“We had Ray Richards shadowing Pele for the whole 
game,” said Rogers, “but it was a mistake. 

“People had come to the game to be entertained by 
Pele, and it was not right to have someone following 
him all over the park.” 

Australia drew that game 2-2. 

Rogers played also for Australia against Wolves, as well 
as representing both Victoria and N.S.W. 

Not bad for someone who as a youngster played 
Australian Rules and tried out with Footscray in the 
V.F.L.! 

Rogers came to Australia from South Africa. He was 
born in Durban, and was 11 when he arrived in this 
country. 

There wasn't any soccer played at the school he went to, 
so he turned to Aussie Rules. 

“| played Aussie Rules for three years,” said Rogers, 
“and one time | tried out with the Footscray fourths 
(U/18's).” 

However, Rogers returned to soccer (he had been a 
goalkeeper in Seuth Africa “but | let in too many 
goals” he said), and joined Sunshine City. 

“| played in the U/16s and we had a fairly good team,” 
said Billy. 

“However, the Sunshine senior club (then in the First 
Division) didn’t take much interest in us, and most of 
the boys drifted out of soccer.” 

One player from that team (besides Rogers) who stuck 
with soccer was Kaz Plotrowskl, who is still with 
Sunshine. 

Billy wanted to leave the club and go to Hakoah when 
15, but Sunshine was asking $2000 for him. 

Understandably, Hakoah didn't want to pay $2000 for an 
untried youngster. 

“| stood out of soccer for 12 months because | couldn't 
get a transfer,” said Rogers. 

However, Rogers made a deal with Sunshine whereby 
he played, but would be allowed to transfer at the 
end of the 1968 season if the club didn't win 
promotion to the State League. 

Sunshine missed out on promotion, and Rogers 
transferred to Melbourne for $1500. 

At Melbourne he teamed up with Rale 
coach. 

“| was playing centre forward then,” said Billy “and 
Steve Bleskany and Ray Pocock (now Sunshine) 
also played up front.” 

The talented threesome became known as ‘Rasic’s 

Raiders’, and they scored 50 goals between them in 

the 1969 season.

That year, Melbourne finished runner-up to Juventus in 
the State League championship. 

“Juventus had a really good team,” said Rogers, 
“including George Kinnell, the former Sunderland 
captain, Dino DeMarchi (now Fawkner), Tommy 
McCoil (former Socceroo), Sandy irvine (now 
Frankston) and Bobby Thomson (former Juventus 
coach).” 

After two seasons with Melbourne, Rogers transferred 
to Auburn in Sydney. 

“I'd heard and read how Sydney soccer was meant to be 
better than Melbourne soccer,” said Rogers, “but | 
found that to be untrue. 

“The standard was about the same, but definitely no 
better than in Melbourne.” 

However, Rogers found that Melbourne soccer had the 
edge in one area. 

“In Sydney,” he said, “the league was decided by 
money. The rich clubs were always at the top, and 
poor clubs never got anywhere. 

“At least in Melbourne the competition was closer and it 
was possible for a little club to do well.” 

The money aspect became clear to Rogers when he 
transferred from Auburn to A.P.1.A. 

“| was with Auburn for three years,” he said, “and we 
finished 8th or 9th every year. 

“However, A.P.I.A. was a more professional club both 
on and off the field. 

“All the training and playing gear was supplied by the 
club, and we didn’t even have to clean our own 
boots. 

“It helped the players get the right attitude, unlike 
Auburn where it was just a matter of rolling up for 
training or a game and that was it.” 

During his stay at Auburn, Billy played alongside Frank

“We already had Peter Ollerton up front,” said Billy, “so 
the coach, Tom Anderson, (now coach of Sydney 
Olympic) put me in the middle of the park. 


“| prefer midfield now because you are in the action alot 
more, and as Peter Ollerton will tell you, you get 
kicked more up front.” 

However, Rogers still manages to get a lot of shots at 
goal each game, showing that his move to the 
midfield didn't take away any of his attacking spirit.
